can Home." Fittingly enough, it appear- 
ed In the yellowest of the yellows. 


The chief trouble with the paper of 


Mrs. Sewall is its assumption of condi- 
tion* that do not exist. She might have 
called it "Change In Domestic Methods" 
and not have been so far wrong. The 
fact that the mother can now hire a ser- 
vant to do the drudgery that once fell to 
her own lot IH nothing over which to re« 
pine. That une is able to educate her 
daughter In higher arts than the darning 
of a sock Is not to be regretted, although 
this does not argue the utility of neglect- 
ing the sock. 


Mrs. Sewall is troubled by the, limited 


vision due' to a peculiar environment. 
What does the person who has come in 
contact with the perverted life of a great 
city know about home? In the East there 
are establishments of the wealthy no more 
suggestive of home than is the Waldorf-As- 
toria. Theso establishments are the occa- 
sional stopping places of the proprietor, 
his wife, and possibly his children. Us- 
ually the brood is away at a fashionable 
school, or abroad, and whether at the so- 
called residence or not, the establishment 
is in tbe bands of menials, conducted 
without a suggestion of that home life, 
recollection of which becomes the sweetest 
memory of after years. This is not so 
much a decadence as innovation. Else- 
where the borne enlstsJn all its beauty 
and content. The life of the farm, the 
village and the minor city has not been 
changed. There stillHhe ambition exists 
to found a home, and in the day-dreams of 
lovers this home is not • a palace. About 
the hearth there cluster, as there ever 
shall, the parents and the little ones. 
The mother is as devoted as the mother 
ot yore to the welfare of her boys and 
girls. " She instructs them, counsels them, 
sends them out into the world with her 
blessing, juHt as she has always done. No 
matter whitber the tide may bear them 
they do not forget the home in which they 
were reared. 
In time, they have homes 


of their own, and after them, their child- 
ren in turn. 


The talking delegate is giving us non- 


sense. The home of the great people is 
not threatened with decadence. In so far 
as it has beon altered it has been altered 
for the better. The principle that founds 
it is immutable as any law written in the 
book of nature. While men and women 
love, and there is melody in the prattle of 
babies, the home is safe, its future secure 
as its tradit Ions are sacred. 


Hatboro is on the programme to have

At present gas com- 
panies are classed as manufactures and 
pay no tax. The proposed law will place 
gas companies in the some class with elec- 
tric light oompauies which are taxed upon 
their capital stock and gross receipts.

Is believed that the bill which was intro- 
duced by Reresentative Henderson, of Al- 
legheny, was not inspired entirely with 
the idea of removing the discrimination 
which has been in favor of the gas con- 
cerns, but that it was born of a desire to 
retaliate upon the Dolon's and others of 
the B. G. I., of Philadelphia, who were 
strong backers of the insurgent movement. 


• The Constitutional Convention, at Hav- 


ana, 
has decided to send a commission to 


Washington for the purpose of reaching 
an agreement with the President, relative 
to the Platt amendment, which purposes 
to establish relations between the Dni'ted 
States and Cuba. 


Senator McComas, of Maryland, who 


has been a strong Cuban sympathizer 
from the beginning of the struggle which 
resulted in driving Spain off the island, 
had an interview with the President in 
regard to the action of the Cuban Con- 
vention on the Platt amendent. Senator 
McComas believes that ultimately the 
Cubans will realize the justice and expe- 
diency of the principles and terms laid 
down by Congress as conditions precedent 
to the establishment of the Cuban He- 
public. "Not taking into account our 
own political interests," said Senator Mc- 
Comas, "we cannot change any one of the 
provisions of the Platt amendment. We 
must insist on them in justice to the Cu- 
bans themnelves. Each provision is a step 
forward toward tbe safe and stable founda- 
tion of a republic for the Cubans. They 
ought to see it themselves without any as- 
sistance from us. If the convention should 
send a commission to Washington, is might 
be possible to make this clear to them. It 
is morally certain that such a commission 
eouid make no headway whatever in the 
effort to modify the Platt amendment. 
The President would not permit them to 
suggest any promises on his part looking 
to a requext to Congress to take back or 
let down any of of the requirements of 
the Flatt amendment. The first thin£ such 
a commission would learn in Washington 
would be, if they are ignorant on the sub- 
ject, which would be a strange circum- 
stance, that (be President of the United 
States has no power whatever to repeal or 
modify an act of Congress, and no right 
In the proper observance of the pregroga- 
tlves of big office to give any assurances 
whatever of future action by .Congress."

A Prophet Not .Without Honor. 


At the recent meeting in Philadelphia 


ot the American Philological Association, 
the eminont and venerable Dr. Francis A. 
March, of Lafayette College, was a con- 
spicuous guest. 


Doctor March was the president of this 


Association for two terms, as he ranks 
among the greatest living Anglo-Saxon 
scholars. His strong efforts for phonetic 
spell ing nre well known, and his movement 
town ard this end is one of the noticeable 
educational movements of the day. His 
word is the final court of appeal for the 
younger and lesser philologists. He is 
one of the handful of Americans who have 
been given tbe two degrees of Oxford and 
Cambridge. 


While Doctor March was in Philadel- 


phia, a member of the Association told a 
story about him. He said there was a 
very ambitious young man who went to 
Germany from Pennsylvania to study 
Anglo-Saxon. The eminent professor of 
the German university made a list of 
books for the student to begin study with. 
The author'* name opposite the books was 
"F. A. March." 


The young student looked at the list 


omazua. "Do you mean to say," ne 
asked, "that here in Germany you teach 
Anglo-Saxon from books written by an 
American?" 


"Certainly." said the professor," "for 


there are no better text-books on that sub- 
ject than those written by Doctor March, 
of Lafayette College."

American Cnf ln««ri*f Prorre**. 
During the spring of hut year there ap- 


peared in Tbe London Times a serlee of 
fourteen article* on the subject of AmerV 
can engineering competition, written by 
a special correspondent of that journal, 
who had made a tour of the principal in- 
dustrial centers of tbe United States for 
tbe express purpose of comparing Ameri- 
can industrial methods with those in 
vogue in Great Britain. "This remark- 
able series, which was republished in con- 
secutive numbers of tbe Scientific Ameri- 
can Supplement, commencing July 21, 
1900, was evidently 
the 
work of a 


thoroughly qualified observer. It created 
a profound impression upon British manu- 
facturers, tne most advanced of whom are 
already familiar with the broad aspects 
of a question, which was here more ex- 
plicitly discussed. The influence of these 
articles upon the British press, however, 
was to arouse a considerable amount of 
heated and antagonistic discussion, the 
consensus of opinion being that the arti- 
cles were 'altogether too pessimistic in re- 
gard to the future prospect* of British 
trade, 
. 
>• 


The author of the articles has recently 


commenced a second series, under the 
title, "American Engineering Progress," 
in which he undertakes to prove that his 
prediction of last year is already being 
fulfilled. 
The writer had predicted that 


the natural resources of the United States, 
the energy with which these resources had 
been developed, the splendid equipment 
of American steel works and. the large 
scale upon which they were operated, 
would prove a menace to the British steel 
industry, whenever the slackening of the 
home demand in this country should 
leave a surplus product available for ex- 
portation. In the first article of this 
series, which will be found in full in the 
current issue of the Supplement, .The 
Times' correspondent states that there, 
seems now to be dawning the period fore- 
told, inasmuch as American makers are 
not only sending their surplus product to 
mailcets that are common both to them- 
selves and Great Britain, but also are car- 
rying the invasion into Great Britain it- 
self. He quotes a Glasgow correspondent 
who, 
writing in November of last year, 


stated that steel rails continued to be very 
much depressed, since most of the export 
orders were being absorbed by American 
mills, at prices which British manufactur- 
ers could not at that time touch. At the 
same period, another correspondent, writ- 
ing from Middlesbrough, stated that Ger- 
man manufacturers were offering plates at 
a price with which it was impossible for 
the home manufacturer to compete. 


While it is admitted that the British 


steel makers are aware of the threatened 
attack upon their natural market and that 
they are doubtless taking, steps to meet 
the invasion, there is a strong disposition, 
chiefly on the part of the press, to look 
upon the matter simply*as a spurt due to 
a temporary disturbance of the balance of 
trade, while there is a prevalent opinion 
in England that no country heavily pro- 
tectionist in its settled policy can com- 
pete with free-trade in Great Britain. 
The writer admits that there is much to 
be said both for and against the latter 
view, but at the game time urges that no 
effort should be spared by Great Britain 
to develop her resources to the "utmost, 
and bring her Ablest furnaces and steel 
making trades to the highest pitch of ex- 
cellence reached in the United States, 
Germany, or elsewhere. 
' The Times' correspondence goes to the 
root of the matter when he says that a 
favorite method of avoiding the unplets- 
ant admission that a very real crisis is at 
band, is to point to the fact that the cry 
of calamity has been heard in England 
for the past three hundred years, one 
commentator on the aricles on American 
engineering competition going back to the ' 
reign of Queen Elizabeth for a quotation 
to prove his point. In reply to these 
statements, it is pointed out that during 
the nineteenth century the developemnt 
of the factory system, which in turn has 
beenjthe result of mechanical invention, 
has caused the scepter of power to pass 
from the military to the commercial ele- 
ments of the nation. 
A hundred years 


ago historians measured a country's .suc- 
cess by battles won or lost, but today com- 
mercial supremacy is the first material 
essential to 
national gretaness. 
Al- 


though it is still tbe "man behind the 
gun" who will decide the battle, the gun 
(and 
a very good gun, at that) must be 


there, and, for England, the ship to carry 
it, with all the marvelous complications of 
machinery that ore essential to a modern 
fleet. It is pointed out that the racial 
characteristics which have enabled Great 
Britain to win battles are not necessarily 
those whicb furnish the best defense- 
against commercial rivalry. 


From this statement the argument pass- 


es naturally to a second ana more impor- 
tant aspect, in which the present condi- 
tions differ from those of the past cen- 
turies; this being the increased extent to 
which other nations are competing with 
Great Britain in the markets of the world. 
Nothing like it has ever been seen before, 
and yet it is more true today than ever 
before that England must make and sell 
or starve. 
In that distant period of 


Queen Elizabeth to which one of 'the rari- 
ties of The Times articles referred,- the 
English might shut themselves up in their 
island and wait for a Spanish Armada, 
perfectly secure, provided the Spaniard 
could not gain a footing on their shores. 
Foreign trade was a small matter then. 
The country could live without it. So It 
was, though in a less degree, almost up to 
the time within the memory of men still 
living. Rapid interchanges of knowledge, 
no leas than of commodities, however, 
have leveled distinctions, making the 
conditions of the race for commercial su- 
premacy alike for all. 
Great Britain -was 


the first in the field, with a lone start in 
the race, for the greater part of the 
nineteenth century America was busy peo- 
pling her undeveloped territory; Germany, 
as we now know her, did not exist, and the 
other manufacturing countries 
seemed 


willing to concede to Great Britain the 
role she had allotted to herself as the 
"workshop of the world." By the end of 
the nineteenth century national com- 
merce had become a ruling factor in the 
extended prosperity that has fallen to all 
nations; and it is only during a compara- 
tively recent period that other countries 
have made a determined bid for the share 
which Great Britain has held in the 
world's manufacturing industries. •• It is 
this which differentiates the present from 
the previous periods, and gives to the 
present''crises a significance all its own.— 
Scientific American. .

LETTERS ABOUT WATER. 


The Water Question. 


Editor Gazette:—Fault finding is very 


human, therefore it was to be expected 
that the Water Company would come in 
tor Its full share. Having read the sever- 
al communications in the BnstM papers, 
as also-the proposed petition to the Water 
Directors, I propose to answer some of tbe 
complaints mentioned. It is very easy 
to make charges and statements, but not 
quite so easy to substantiate them. In 
regard to filtration, each householder can 
get of thn plumbers, a filter attached to 
their hydrant, at a small -expense, wBicb 
is much more effective than a large filter- 
ing plant at the water works. As to tbe 
rates charged, I will state that before fix- 
ing the rates, the Water Directors got the 
rates from all the places readily obtained, 
(about fafty) and fixed the rates at least 
10 per cent less than the average charged 
by othe> companies similarly situated. 
' It should be borne in mind that where 
water works are owned by municipalities, 
properties are generally taxed for the ex- 
pense of laying the mains, whether they 
take water or not. consequently the rates 
for water can be afforded at a lower price. 
As to the charge that the Water Company 
is making large dividends, I answer that 
none of the stockholders (except the ori- 
ginal ones) get as much as five per cent 
on their investment. 


In conclusion I would remark that in re- 


gard to a supply o£ better water, the 
Directors' have given the matter much 
careful consideration, but not as yet come 
to any definite conclusion, and if any citi- 
zi>n thinks he knows of a good feasible 
plan for obtaining better water I think I 
can promise him a respectful,hearing by 
the Boartf of Directors. •

Editor of the Gazette:—All people have 


a right to form and express their opinions 
upon every subject, whether it be of gen- 
eral or limited importance, and whether it 
concerns the community at large or is con- 
fined to the simple rights of the indivi- 
dual.

so they join a church. "The herding in- 
stinct In animals logons fear," says Al- 
fred Ruseol Wallace. Sheep herd, but 
goats flock by themselves. 


The Protestant Churches of America are 


social centers, and really should not be 
classed as religious institutions at all. 
The moat zealous church members ma; 
be religious and they mav not. Yet

freely admit that, for the most part, 
church goers are very good people. 


On the otheir hand the original propo- 


sition still holds: The best people are 
not found in churches. 


I point you Benjamin Franklin, 


Tolstoy, Max Mailer, John Burroughs

Twenty-nine names have been though 


worthy of a place in our American Hall o 
Fame; and no matter how much the d' 
vergence in views as to why other name 
-were not selected, no one, that I know o: 
has argued that those given a place are un 
worthy. The three strongest and best me 
in the list, beyond cavil, are Ben j ami 
Franklin. Abraham Lincoln and Rnlp 
Waldo Emerson. 
These men have don 


more to give distinction to America than 
any three men who can be named. They 
represent intelligence, patience, kindli- 
ness and a forbearance that causes us men- 
tally to uncover at mention of their names. 
Men are gieat only as they possess sym- 
•rjathy. No mere accomplishment in learn- ! 
ing or skill can ever make amends for a 
lack of love. With great intellect must 
go great sympathy, or no hall of fame can 
serve to hold the name deathless. 


And yet the three men I have mentioned 


were not church members. Emerson was 
so liberal that even the Unitarian church 
repudiated him. Lincoln found no church 
big enough to hold his faith, and Franklin 
was a Deist — pure and simple — and was 
counted an infidel in his day. Dr. Ed- 
ward Everett Hale at the grave of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes called ittention to the 
fact that the five greatest names in Ameii- 
can literature were names of men who 
were Unitarians — and Unitarianism is a 
natural religion, or a reliigon of reason 
and conduct.

ment of the Independence will show: 


Length of spinnaker pole, 70 feet; 


length of gaff, 03 feet 2 Inches; length 
of topmast measured from the bounds 
or at such point as the measurer may 
decide tbe bounds should be, 00 feet; 
80 per cent of topmast, 48 feet; height 
from t lie upper side of the main boom 
to tbe topsail halyard block, 145.70 feet; 
sail area, 14,010.4 square feef; square 
root of the sail area, 120.8. Measure- 
ment for time allowance, 103.35. 


In measuring for time allowance, if 


the gaff exceeds more than 80 per cent 
of tbe topmast, such excess Is added to 
the base line. Tbe excess In tbe Inde- 
pendence Is 15 feet 5 Inches, which 
makes the base line 200 feet 5 inches. 


The dimensions of tbe spars and sails 


arc as follows: Mast, deck to truck, 150 
feet; mainmast, deck to band, 108 feet; 
mast liury, 7 feet; topmast, band to 
truck, 42 feet; main boom, 108 feet 5 
Inches; gaff, G3 feet 2 Inches; club top- 
sail spurs, CO feet; bowsprit, outboard, 
25 feel 0 Indies: mainsail area, 7,905.7 
square feet; topsail area, 1,200 square 
feet; club topsail area, 2,182 square 
feet; fore staysail area, 1,402 square 
feet; ]ll> area, 1,583.7 square feet; No. 
2 Jib in-ea, 1,081 square feet; No. 3 jib 
area, OS! square feet; sail area, 14,011.4 
square feet. 


The nail area of tbe Columbia's spread 


was 13.135.40 square feet and that of 
the Shamrock 13,485.82 square feet. 
These figures show that the Independ- 
ence nill have 1,125.08 square feet of 
canvas more than tbe Shamrock and 
l,475.tir> square feet more than tbe Co- 
lumbia. 
The Shamrock gained con- 


siderable by being much shorter than 
tbe Columbia on. tbe water line. on her 
first measurement.. After tbe flrst two 
races her water line length, was In- 
creased. 


The llrst measurements of these two 


yachts made tbe Columbia 80.60 feet 
on tbe water and Shamrock 87.00 feet 
on tbe water. For tbe last race tbe 
Shamrock's measurement was Increas- 
ed to RS.OS feet. The racing length of 
the Columbia was 102.135 and that of 
the Shamrock 101.02 for tbe flrst two 
races. The racing length of the Inde- 
pendence, according to Designer Crown- 
Insbleld's plans, and figuring 80.05 as 
the wnierllne length, wblcb Is almost 
up to tbe limit, is 105.85. Based on 
these figures and according t6 the rules 
of tbe New York Yacbt club, tbe Inde- 
pendence, over a 30 mile course, wblcb 
Is tbe distance sailed in the cup races, 
would have to allow 1m. 39s. to tbe 
Columbia. 


The boom of tbe Independence Is 20 


Inches In diameter at Its thickest point 
and tapers slightly toward each end. 
It Is 108 feet 5 Inches In length. Tbe 
Columbia's boom was 109 feet 8 Inches 
and that of tbe Shamrock about 'I'll 
feet 


From tbe forward point of measure- 


ment to tbe after end of tbe main 
boom the Independence will measure 
385 feet. 
Tbe length of tbe Colum- 


bia's base line was 181.02 feet and of 
the Shainrocl, 180.13 feet 
This will 


•how tliat the : .dependence gains over 
the Columbia on base line of tbe sail 
plan as well as on tbe hoist. Tbe gain 
Is 3.48 feet but It Is 4.13 feet shorter 
than the base line of tbe old Sham- 
rock. 


The gaff of tbe Lawson boat Is C 


feet 2 Inches In length. Columbia's 
gaff measured 64.95 feet and Sham- 
rock's 07.04 feet, so that the Inde- 
pendence loses here. On these spars 
•will be spread the largest area of can- 
vas ever carried on a single sticker. 
Tbe mainsail will have a boist of 72 
feet 7 Inches and It will be 137 feet on 
the leech. Tbe area of this piece of 
canvas Is 7.905.7 square feet. Tbe gaff

THE SPREAD OF MACHINERY. 


One of the Reasons Why Great Brit- 


ain Is LoalnK Her Trade. 


Tbe introduction of machinery In 


parts of the world where household 
manufactures have hitherto almost, 
monopolized Industrial life Is a matter 
of great Interest says the New York 
San. Manufacturers, particularly lu 
Great Britain, are beginning to feel 
some effects of tbe new competition. 
Machinery Is working a revolution in 
some of the Industries of India. 


Before tbe British occupied tbe 


peninsula India sent to foreign coun- 
tries only art fabrics or luxuries most- 
ly produced In tbe homes of tbe hum- 
ble workmen. These objects had a 
good sale abroad because they repre- 
sented tbe art development of tbe East 
Indians. They did not interfere with 
the trade of other countries because 
they were peculiar to India. /Then the 
British overran tbe land and new 
phases of the export trade 'developed. 
For many years rice, wheat raw cot- 
ton, oil seeds and raw jute have been 
large exports. Tbe export trade of 
India has thus been pre-eminently re- 
lated to raw material.

In tbe past few years, however, an- 


other great feature bas been Introduced 
Into this export trade. In consequence 
of tbe new departure In tbe manufac- 
turing Industries tbrougb the Introduc- 
tion of machinery a great deal of cotton 
and jute goods are now sent to foreign 
lands, where they compete directly with 
the trade that England bos built up at 
tbe expenditure of much time and mon- 
ey.

These observations with regard to In- 


dia may also be applied to Japan, whose 
factory Interests are constantly grow- 
ing. Japan promises to become a com- 
petitor with the large cotton cloth pro- 
ducing countries In supplying her borne 
trade and the oriental markets. Though 
there are now a considerable number of 
cotton mills In China, there seems to 
be no prospect that that country will 
have a large influence In the cotton in- 
dustries of tbe world. All China is 
likely to do Is to supply a pan of her 
borne demand. -

drummer, "and a good many peopli 
wondered wby tUe manufacturers who 
were pressing the thing should hav 
Introduced It to the public during tbe 
last few d'ays of summer Instead of 
holding back until 1901 and gtvlug It a 
run for Its money. As a-matter of fact, 
bowever, the manufacturers knew per 
fectly well what they were doing 
Their purpose was to start people 
•wrangling about tbe garment, know 
Ing by experience, that such debates 
always produce au army of fool mar 
tyrs who swear they wlil wear It or 
die in the attempt. I know a number 
of men now who bave ordered expen 
slve outfits of shirt waists for the sole 
purpose of defying the opposition, and 
all these enthusiasts, rushing out fully 
equipped the first hot day and giving 
each other mutual support, will have a 
strong effect on public opinion. Las 
year many of the high class restau 
rants declined to serve shirt waist 
men, but I will be greatly .surprised li 
there Is any such prohibition this sea.
